Preface 

Following  each  major  administration  of  the  diploma  examinations,  a  report  of 
provincial  results  is  prepared.     This  document  is  the  report  for  the  June  1987 
administration.     Each  school  and  school  jurisdiction  also  receives  a  report  of 
examination  results  for  its  students. 

The  Provincial  Report  consists  of  general  information  about  the  diploma 
examinations  program,  followed  by  information  specific  to  each  subject. 
Letter  grade  distributions,  averages,  and  standard  deviations  for  school 
awarded,  diploma  examination,  and  final  blended  marks  are  provided. 
In  addition,  diploma  examination  results  are  presented  separately  for  written 
response,  multiple  choice,  and  selected  reporting  categories.  Examination 
blueprints,  which  form  the  basis  for  reporting  categories,  are  also  included. 

The  reported  figures  are  based  on  all  students  for  whom  both  a  school-awarded 
mark  and  a  diploma  examination  mark  are  available.     This  group  comprises 
virtually  all  students  completing  the  examination,  and  includes  students  in 
public  and  private  schools. 

The  Provincial  Report  is  intended  to  supplement  the  diploma  examination 
bulletins,  school  and  school  jurisdiction  reports,  content  specifications  for 
each  subject,  and  the  examinations  themselves.     Information  from  these 
documents  should  enable  teachers,  principals,  superintendents,  and  others  to 
make  judgments  with  respect  to  the  quality  of  student  achievement  at  the 
provincial  level  and  within  schools  and  school  systems. 

Judgments  about  student  performance  should  be  applied  to  the  task  of  improving 
educational  programs.     Educators  in  each  jurisdiction  are  encouraged  to  study 
the  examination  results  carefully  to  determine  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of 
their  programs.     Guidelines  for  interpreting  school  and  school  jurisdiction 
reports  are  included  in  this  report.     The  Student  Evaluation  and  Records 
Branch  will  assist  educators  in  further  analysis  and  interpretation  on  request. 

Introduction 

The  Grade  12  Diploma  Examinations  Program,  which  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
high  school  diploma  requirements,   is  intended  to  develop  and  maintain 
excellence  in  educational  standards  through  certification  of  academic 
achievement.     All  Grade  12  students  in  Alberta  are  now  required  to  write  at 
least  ONE  diploma  examination  to  receive  a  high  school  diploma.     Also,  mature 
students  may  receive  credits  for  a  Grade  12  course  by  writing  the  appropriate 
diploma  examination  without  registering  in  the  course. 

The  Diploma  Examinations  Program  consists  of  course-specific  examinations  that 
are  based  on  the  prescribed  Program  of  Studies  for  Senior  High  Schools  for  the 
following  Grade  12  courses:     English  30,  English  33,  Social  Studies  30, 
Mathematics  30,  Biology  30,  Chemistry  30,  Physics  30,  and  Langue  et 
Litterature  30.     Except  for  English  30,  English  33,  and  Langue  et  Litterature 
30,  the  diploma  examinations  are  available  in  French  translation  on  request. 
Langue  et  Litterature  30  is  available  in  French  only.     The  diploma 
examinations  are  administered  three  times  per  year:     January,  June,  and  August. 
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Alberta  Education  issues  two  distinct  high  school  diplomas:     the  General  High 
School  Diploma  and  the  Advanced  High  School  Diploma. 

General  High  School  Diploma 

To  earn  a  General  High  School  Diploma,  a  student  must  obtain  course  credit  in 
either  English  30  or  English  33  and  obtain  100  credits  distributed  over 
courses  as  specified  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  Handbook.     Some  students 
who  are  working  toward  the  general  diploma  may  wish  to  obtain  credits  in  other 
diploma  examination  courses  (i.e.  Social  Studies  30,  Mathematics  30,  Biology 
30,  Chemistry  30,  Physics  30,  and  Langue  et  Litterature  30).     To  obtain 
credits  in  these  courses,  one  must  also  write  the  appropriate  diploma 
examination  regardless  of  the  type  of  diploma  one  wishes  to  receive. 

Advanced  High  School  Diploma 

The  Advanced  High  School  Diploma  represents  achievement  in  an  academic  program 
that  includes  language  arts  (English),  social  studies,  mathematics,  and 
science.     To  earn  an  Advanced  High  School  Diploma,  a  student  m.ust  satisfy  the 
current  course  and  credit  requirements  for  a  General  High  School  Diploma,  and 
obtain  course  credits  in  English  30,  Social  Studies  30,  Mathematics  30,  and 
ONE  of  Biology  30,  Chemistry  30,  or  Physics  30. 

Awarding  of  Course  Credits 

To  obtain  credit  in  any  high  school  course,  a  student  must  earn  a  final  mark 
of  50%  or  better.     To  obtain  credit  in  a  Grade  12  diploma  examination  course, 
a  student  must  write  the  appropriate  diploma  examination  and  attain  a  final 
blended  mark  of  50%  or  better.     The  final  blended  mark  is  made  up  of  50%  of 
the  mark  awarded  by  the  school  and  50%  of  the  diploma  examination  mark.  For 
example,  a  student  taking  Physics  30  might  have  a  mark  of  45%  from  the  school 
and  a  mark  of  57%  on  the  diploma  examination.     This  student  would  earn  credit 
for  Physics  30  because  the  final  blended  mark  would  be  51%,  which  is  the 
average  of  the  school  and  examination  marks.     For  mature  students  who  do  not 
have  a  school  mark  or  who  have  a  school  mark  lower  than  the  examination  mark, 
the  examination  mark  is  the  final  mark. 

Award  of  Excellence 

When  candidates  for  an  Advanced  High  School  Diploma  obtain  a  final  average  of 
80%  or  higher  on  the  four  required  diploma  examination  courses,  with  not  less 
than  65%  in  any  one  of  these  four  required  courses,  they  receive  an  Award  of 
Excellence.     This  Award  of  Excellence  is  noted  on  the  student's  Advanced  High 
School  Diploma. 

When  a  student  writes  two  or  three  of  the  diploma  examinations  in  Biology  30, 
Chemistry  30,  and  Physics  30,  the  highest  of  these  final  course  marks  is  used 
for  diploma  purposes  and  in  the  calculation  of  the  average  for  the  Award  of 
Excellence . 
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SECTIOW  2:  GUIDELINES  FOR  IMTERPRETIWG  THE  REPORTS 
ON  THE  DIPLOMA  EXAMINATIONS 


In  addition  to  this  Provincial  Report,  each  school  and  school 
jurisdiction  receives  a  report  containing  statistics  based  on  students' 
results  from  that  particular  school  or  jurisdiction.     The  superintendent 
of  a  jurisdiction  may  request  similar  reports  for  instructional  groups 
within  schools  in  that  jurisdiction.     It  is  expected  that  instructional 
groups  will  be  class  groups;  however,   students  may  be  assigned  to  groups 
in  any  way  desired. 

Jurisdiction,   school,  and  instructional  group  reports  contain  tables  that 
are  parallel  to  the  major  tables  in  this  Provincial  Report.     Reports  are 
organized  by  examination  subject.     The  following  statistics  are  included: 

1.  letter  grade  distributions  for  school  awarded,  diploma 
examination,  and  final  blended  marks 

2.  averages  and  standard  deviations  for  those  marks 

3.  averages  and  standard  deviations  for  multiple-choice  questions, 
written-response  questions,  and  the  reporting  categories  used 
in  this  Provincial  Report 

4.  the  percentage  of  students  selecting  each  alternative  on  each 
multiple-choice  question 

5.  individual  student  results  for  examination  marks, 
multiple-choice  scores,  written-response  scores,  and  major 
reporting  categories 

All  statistics  are  based  only  on  those  students  for  whom  both  an 
examination  mark  and  a  school  mark  are  available.     Original  school 
awarded  marks  and  examination  marks  are  used;  any  changes  due  to  appeals 
will  not  appear.     In  the  event  of  differences  between  marks  given  in  the 
reports  and  marks  on  results  statements  or  transcripts,  the  marks  on 
results  statements  and  transcripts  are  the  official  marks. 

The  reports  may  be  used  as  part  of  the  information  for: 

1.  evaluating  the  quality  of  instructional  programs  in  each  subject 

2.  comparing  local  student  achievement  with  achievement  of  all 
students  in  the  province 

3.  reviewing  local  student  evaluation  procedures 

4.  identifying  individual  student  strengths  and  weaknesses 
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Those  who  are  interpreting  results  must  take  into  account  the  following 
limitations : 

1.  Group,  school,  or  jurisdiction  size  will  affect  the  importance 
of  differences  from  the  provincial  results. 

2.  Averages  on  subscales  or  on  different  examinations  can  most 
fairly  be  compared  if  they  are  first  converted  to  standard 
scores.     To  convert  an  average  to  a  standard  score,  subtract 
the  provincial  average  from  the  reporting  group  average  and 
then  divide  by  the  standard  deviation. 

3.  Blended  mark  distributions  CANNOT  be  directly  compared  to 
school  awarded  mark  distributions  or  diploma  examination  mark 
distributions.     The  blended  marks  are  the  average  of  the  other 
two  marks  for  each  student.     Since  the  school  awarded  marks  and 
examination  marks  are  not  perfectly  correlated,  the  blended 
marks  will  tend  to  be  closer  to  the  average,  with  fewer 
students  receiving  extremely  high  or  low  scores  than  in  other 
mark  distributions. 

4.  Factors  affecting  selection  of  examination  courses  vary  from 
school  to  school.     These  selection  factors  must  be  considered 
when  comparing  marks  for  a  school  to  provincial  marks.  Listed 
below  are  some  factors  that  affect  the  interpretation  of 
results . 

•  Some  schools  may  have  a  limited  selection  of  courses; 
students  who,  in  other  schools,  would  have  selected 
nonexamination  courses  will  find  it  necessary  to  take 
diploma  examination  courses  for  credits.     These  schools 
should  adjust  their  expectations  downward  relative  to  the 
provincial  mean. 

•  Some  schools  may  have  a  policy  of  encouraging  students  to 
enroll  in  particular  examination  courses,  resulting  in  a 
higher  than  usual  proportion  of  students  taking  those 
courses.     These  schools  should  also  adjust  their 
expectations  downward  relative  to  the  provincial  mean. 

•  Some  schools  may  have  a  policy  of  discouraging  students 
with  weaker  academic  records  from  enrolling  in  particular 
examination  courses,  resulting  in  a  lower  than  usual 
proportion  of  students  taking  those  courses.  These 
schools  should  adjust  their  expectations  upward  relative 
to  the  provincial  mean. 

5.  School  awarded  marks  and  diploma  examination  marks  are  intended 
to  be  complementary.     The  role  of  the  examination  is  to  provide 
a  common  measure  of  achievement,  so  that  individual  students, 
schools,  and  jurisdictions  will  have  a  basis  for  comparing  their 
achievement  to  the  province  as  a  whole.     The  role  of  school 
awarded  marks  is  to  reflect  the  important  aspects  of  learning 

in  a  course  that  cannot  be  measured  by  a  time-limited  paper  and 
pencil  test.     There  can  be  acceptable  reasons  for  differences 
of  any  size  between  an  individual  student's  school  awarded  mark 
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and  that  student's  diploma  examination  mark  in  a  subject.  Any 
comparisons  of  the  two  types  of  marks  should  be  restricted  to 
group  statistics  for  groups  of  reasonable  size,  and  should  be 
made  with  full  knowledge  of  the  differences  between  the  two 
measures. 

The  most  effective  way  to  use  the  reports  for  the  improvement  of  educational 
programs  is  to  identify  areas  of  strength  or  weakness  in  the  performance  of 
local  students.     The  following  is  a  suggested  model  of  a  systematic  approach 
which  may  be  a  useful  starting  point  for  those  developing  a  system  to  identify 
strengths  or  weaknesses  for  their  own  school  or  jurisdiction.     This  model  is 
based  on  work  done  by  Medicine  Hat  School  District  #76. 

Basic  Tenets 

1.  It  is  desirable  and  feasible  to  ask  teachers  and  school 
administrators  to  take  responsibility  for  analysing  and  using 
provincial  test  results. 

2.  The  development  of  analyses  and  action  plans  by  each  school  is  a 
more  productive  and  positive  activity  than  are  interpretations  made 
by  an  external  source. 

3.  There  is  an  identifiable  group  of  factors  which  should  be  analysed 
and  discussed  when  reviewing  test  results. 

4.  Subscale  results  are  often  more  informative  than  total  test  scores. 

5.  Generalizations  should  be  based  on  long-term  data. 

6.  It  is  NOT  necessarily  desirable  or  productive  to  compare  the  results 
of  different  schools. 

7.  Diploma  examinations  measure  the  core  of  the  program  specified  by 
the  curriculum.     However,  specified  skills  and  concepts  that  are  not 
measured  by  the  diploma  examinations  are  also  to  be  taught. 

8.  Written  reports  and  face-to-face  discussions  between  teachers  and 
administrators  are  useful  means  of  ensuring  that  results  are 
appropriately  interpreted  and  used. 

Suggested  Analysis  and  Reporting  Format 

1.  Subject  and  date  of  test  administration 

2.  Number  of  students  who  wrote  the  examination 

3.  Profile  of  students  who  wrote  the  examination 

a.  noteworthy  individual  characteristics 

b.  general  or  group  characteristics 

c.  previous  performance 
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4.  Retention  rates  (based  on  number  of  students  enrolled  during  the 
preceding  year  in  prerequisite  subjects) 

5.  School  performance  compared  to  jurisdiction  and  provincial  averages 

6.  Current  school  performance  compared  to  previous  years 

7.  Discussion  of  actual  and  expected  subtest  results,  with  recommended 
actions 

8.  Discussion  of  item  results,   identification  of  common  errors,  and 
suggestions  of  ways  to  reduce  the  misunderstanding  that  leads  to  the 
errors 

9.  Programming  emphasis:  hours  of  instruction,  and  skill  and  content 
emphasis 

10.  Instructional  practices:  methodology,  curriculum  fit,  and  resources 

11.  Program  objectives  not  measured  by  the  test 

12.  Recommendations  for  next  year 

13.  Summary  and  concluding  comments 

14.  Names  and  signatures  of  staff  who  prepared  the  report 
Suggested  Organizational  Model 

1.  Teachers,  department  heads,  and/or  principals  analyse  and  prepare  a 
written  report  about  each  administration  of  a  diploma  examination. 

2.  Principals  review  and  sign  the  report. 

3.  The  report  is  shared  with  the  jurisdiction  central  office. 

4.  The  appropriate  central  office  staff  member  prepares  a  written 
response  to  the  report,  with  copies  of  the  response  going  to  the 
teacher,  department  head,  principal,  assistant  superintendent,  and 
superintendent . 

5.  If  possible,  all  concerned  staff  meet  to  discuss  the  report  and  the 
response . 

6.  Reports  are  used  to  improve  the  program  and  maximize  the 
opportunities  for  student  success. 

7.  When  large  differences  exist  between  actual  and  expected  examination 
results,  consideration  could  be  given  to  performing  a  formal  program 
evaluation. 

8.  The  reports  for  the  January  and  June  administrations  could  include 
comparisons  with  data  from  the  Grade  10,  Grade  11,  and  Grade  12 
years  of  the  subject. 
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SECTION  3:   ENGLISH  30  DIPLOMA  EXAMINATION 


The  English  30  Diploma  Examination  consists  of  two  parts:     Part  A:  Written  Response 
and  Part  B:   Reading  (Multiple  Choice),   each  worth  50%  of  the  total  examination  mark. 

Table  1  contains  percentage  distributions  for  school  awarded  marks,  diploma 
examination  marks,  and  final  blended  marks  in  English  30.     Table  2  contains  averages 
and  standard  deviations  for  the  wri tten-response  questions  and  the  multiple-choice 
questions.     Averages  given  in  Table  2  are  based  on  rav/  scores,  v;hich  are  the  number 
of  marks  obtained  on  each  part  of  the  examination. 

The  total  marks  possible  are  identified  for  the  written-response  and  multiple-choice 
components . 

Averages  in  both  tables  are  based  on  the  results  achieved  by  13  286  students. 
Differences  between  total  averages  and  component  averages  are  due  to  rounding.
